It was made in an unofficial handicap 
event, however, and will not be submitted for recognition.

Under the circumstances, and considering the short time 
between his races, it was probably the greatest double in 
American track history. 

It now seems obvious that Santee is in such wonderful 
shape that he can break the world ow door record, Gunder 
Higg's 4:01.4, early in the outdoor season.

Invitational, and that before his career is finished, he 
will clock between 3:57 and 3:58. 

Six topflight university coaches held watches on Santee 
as he went past the starting post for his anchor mile. He 
was moving slowly, just heving taken the baton after a fine 
3:03 three-quarters leg by Art Dalzell. The coaches agree 
Santee's advantage over a stationary start was not over 
six-tenths of a second. 

Thus, his 4:02.6, when compared to Gil Dodd's indoor 
record of 4:05.3, is sparkling testimony to the lanky Kan- 
san's potential. The MSC track is clay, 220 yards to the 
lap, and Coach Leo Johnson of Illinois had previously voiced 
the opinion that Santee would not mn a particularly fast 
mile because the clay, tramped on all winter by basketball 
fans, was dead. 

Santee's fractions were 58.8, 2:02.8, 3:02.2, and the 
final quarter in 60.4. His beautiful third quarter, usually 
the toughest one for milers, came after he surged effortless 
ly into the lead past Michigan's John Ross, the Big Ten In- 
door champion. 

Santee steadily widened the gap in the last half, run- 
ning only on his own heart and determination and with no 
pressure from behind. Ross, obviously not in his best shape 
finally trailed in almost 100 yaris behind. Santee was de- 
finitely not exhausted at the finish- 

The Kansas team time, 9:51.4, clipped a tremendous 
slice off the American record of 10:04.5 set by Michigan at 
this same meet two years ago. Frank Cinrich opened with a 
50 flat querter for Kansas, Lloyd Koby added a 1:55.8 half. 

For a while, it looked as though the first three Mich- 
igan runners, Scruggs, Peter Gray, and John Moule, would 
give Ross such a long lead that Santee would be forced to 
the limit. Scruggs did 49.3, Gray 1:54.1, and Moule, though 
fading at the finish, 3:04.2. 

In the sprint medley, Santee made up 10 yards against 
Michigan State's Art Jarrett, who himself ran 1:53.3, and 
then won by another five yards. Santee actually did it all 
on the final lap, pulling the spectators out of their seats 
with a terrific sprint finish. 

"I saw Jarrett and Squires (Bill Squires of Notre Dame) 
up ahead elbowing each other as they fought for the lead," 





said Santee afterward. "So I made up my mind if there was 
going to be a spill I would be well back of it so I wouldn't 
get caught. That's why I laid back so long." 

Other observers, familiar with Santee's penchant for 
the spectacular, believe he merely wanted to give the crowd 
an extra thrill andi was so confident of his own great abil- 
ity he was toying with his opponents. 

Kansas broke the meet record in the shorter relay, too, 
running 3:28.7 against the old mrk of 3:29.8 by Kansas 
State last year. 

It is notable that Kansas' time in the distance medley 
also was far better than the American outdoor record of 
9:56.35 by Michigan in 1952.

Ashenfelter started out as if he were going to shatter 
the S-mile record indoor and outdoor beyond recognition. 

His too fast and ridiculous early pace, 4:30 for the mile 
and 9:08.8 for two miles, took its toll and he slowed dowm 
to a walk and finished in 13:56.7, far behind Rice's 13:45.7 
record and his own mark of 13:47.5 made last year. He lap- 
ped the entire field.

TRACK TALK 


by Cordner Nelson 

Gunder Hagg's world mile record of 4:01.4 is not 
long for this world. There are more fast milers this year 
than there have been in all the previous history of track. 

I believe Hagg's record is almost certain to go in 1954 and 
the 4-flat mile is an even bet. To me, the only question is 
how many of these "candidates" can do it this year?: 

MAL WHITFIELD says, "I think I can run a 4-minute 
mile or something like 3:59.6 by next summer." I don't 
think he can do it. According to my mathematical calcula- 
tions, he is good for only slightly better than 4:10. Of 
course, he may increase his endurance with different train- 
ing, or he may learn the European distance stride, and then 
he could run a faster mile. (I firmly believe the European 
stride is worth six seconds in the mile.) But trained as he 
was last year when he was the greatest middle distance run-’ 
ner in history, Whitfield cannot run a 4-flat mile. If he 
does train seriously for the mile, learning a new stride to 
mix with the speedy one he has, he could approach 4-flat, 


jand he would then be ready to break Harbig's 800 meter 


record. If he could run a 4-flat mile, he could run 800 
meters in 1:45.5. 

JOHN LANDY has been given up for dead by his 
Australian friends. I think they are making a great mistake. 
If conditions are anywhere near as bad as reported in Austra- 
lia, then Landy is the fastest miler who ever ran. All he 
needs is to run at Compton on June 4 to prove he is a 4-flat 
miler, unless competition scares him. However, until he 
shows several seconds faster in the 880, I'll always believe 
Landy is a better 2-miler than miler. 

WES SANTEE has the perfect attitude about the 4flat 
mile. He knows absolutely that he'll run it some day, and 
he is willing to try it anytime conditions are right. He 
may not know which is his day until the race is half over, 
but then is soon enough to go out for fast time. I have a 
fairly strong conviction that he will find those conditions 
at Berkeley on April 10. If so, I expect to see a world 
record then. 

ROGER BANNISTER is, like Landy and Santee, a 4-flat 
miler. All he needs are the proper conditions. He is mak- 
ing an all-out effort this year and should, at least, break 
4:01e4. His main drawbacks are two: (1) He is capable of 
worrying himself into weakness, and (2) he points for only 
two or three races a year which, along with poor conditions, 
mathematically reduces his chances. 

WERNER LUEG, off his record-equalling 3:43 for 1500 
meters in 1952, should by now be the leading candidate, but 
he is reported to have an improper attitude. If he trains 
properly this spring he could come through with a spectacu- 
lar mile time in May or June. He has a tremendous potential 
and the opportunity to run on a spun-glass track. 

JOSY BARTHEL, the Olympic champ, is a great compet- 
itor, but he shows no desire to run fast times unless forced 
to it. In Europe he has few mile races and the odds are 
against his three prerequisites occurring on the same day: 
(1) the mile distance instead of 1500 meters, (2) perfect 
conditions (the track, the weather, himself, and the pace), 
and (3) an opponent who runs at least 4:01. 


SUNE KARLSSON, who improved from 3:47.2 in 1952 to 
3244.2 (twice) in 1953, looks capable of running faster than 
his countrymen, Hugg and Andersson. He is a distinct possi- 
bility for 4-flat, needing only normal improvement plus the 
right conditions. 

STANISLAV JUNGWIRTH is a runner of real class. His 
1:49.5 for the makes him the third fastest miler of all 
time. If he trains for the 5000 meters for one season he 
should be strong enough to run close to 4-flet, 

MURRAY HALBERG, the 20-year-old New Zealander who 
was recently credited with 4:04.4, could be the most sensa- 
tional of all milers if his time is valid. I'm probably 
wrong, but I noted that the track was a 400-yarder, which 
makes possible errors of measurement. I also noted that 
other distance runners turned in startling times that day, 
which is cause for some suspicion. Unless Halberg proves 
his claim to greatness on another track, we'll have to ig- 
nore his candidacy for this year. (Watch him in 1956!) 

PRACTICE MARKS. In other events: Bud Held has 
tossed the javelin feet. Fortune Gordien has thrown the 
discus only 175 feet. John Barnes plans a real comeback for 
next year when he'll be in a seminary. Leon Patterson, USC 
soph, practiced at 53'10" and 178'. Frans Doelman, 4:31.7 
miler at Cal last year, ran a 1320 practice dead heat with 
NCAA third place winner Len Simpson in 3:05.7. Cal also has 
two 55-foot shot putters in practice — John Stellern and 
Charles Butt. (Cal is still loaded; all they need is some- 
body to pull the trigger.) And a freshman in California 











named Moore reached 208' the first time he threw the javel- 
in. He also throws the discus 143' as a novice.

Lean won the 440H in the national record time of 53s., 
although his only previous experience was over schoolboy 39 
-inch hurdles ! , 

Lean defeated defending champion Yeoff Goodacre by 0.3s. 
Out of school in Launceston only last Yecember, David holds 
schools' records of 153. for I20H (39in.),51.7s for 44+0y., 
and 2:03.3 for 880y. A month before the championships hewas 
given "solo" trials over hurdles,clocking 15.8 and 25.6s. 
Tasmanian selectors then OKd. him for Sydney. 

Lean,ideally built for the event,is short on technique, 
but breathtakingly fast between hurdles.When he masters this 
race he'll be a red-hot challenger for world-record and 1956 
Olympic honors. 

Landy was never in the "race" for a world mile record. 
Although he tried hard enough it just wasn't there. His lap 
times were 60,62,63,60.6 -- 4:05.6. 

Denis Johansson of Finland,who came over to bask in the 
sunshine ( or so it seemed ),was overweight,undercondition- 
ed,and no help at all. He finished a disgraceful eighth in 
43:25u .But it was part the responsibility of the NSWAAA,as 
that body knew Denis hadn't been training for many weeks be- 
fore he left home.Trouble was,though,that he didn't work 
very hard when he got here,and he repeatedly stated that 
Landy would be too good for him. 

Arthur Semple led out with a suicide opening lap of 55s., 
but “andy made no real effort to get close enough to pro- 
duce 58s or thereabouts.He quickly gained control,and the 
race was the usual procession.Jim Bailey was 2nd. in 4:12.8, 
with the promising Alex Henderson 3rd. in 4:13.0. 

Unhappy over his failure to again break the world record 
- he was "dead" sure of success when the season opened - 
Landy exploded with a string of complaints immediately after 
the race,and it was this that earned the raps from some US 
sportswriters.Among reasons John advanced for his “failure": 
"The grass track cost me 2 to 3 inches every stride.It was a 
4:2 effort ". 

But how explain the fact that the overall standards were 
the highest in championship history ? 

Landy was savagely beaten to sixth place (one spot behi- 
nd Johansson ) in the 880y., won by "big occasion" man Jim 
Bailey in I:53.2, on the second day,when conditions were 
worse.

KRIVONOSOV_ THROWS HAMMER 185'7"1/8, TYERKEL HSJ's 50' "3/4 





(rlq) - Despite a quasi-polar temperature of -18°F. (-28°C.) 
Mikhail Krivonosov managed to throw the 16 lbs. hammer 
185'7"1/8 in a meet held at Brest, a former Polish town, in 
the second half of February. 

This was one of many winter meets held throughout the 
Union. As usual, the "long" throws (discus, hammer, javelin) 
were held outdoors, mostly on snow-covered fields, with the 
athletes wrapped up in heavy sweaters. All other events were 
contested in the indoor srenas. 

Other good hammer men were Georgiy Dibenko (180'10"7/8) 
and F.Tkachev (180'1"3/8). 

Indoors, the outstanding performer was A.Tyerkel, a stu- 
dent at the Moscow Institute of Civil Engineering, who hop, 
step, jumped 50' "3/4 in a collegiate conference meet held 
at Leningrad's Winter Stadium. Tyerkel, whose best last 
year was 49'1"3/8, thus moved to third in the Russian All- 
Time list, behind L.Shcherbakov and Zambrimborts. 

Sprinter-broadjumper Leonid Grigoryev ran 60 meters in 
6.7 for a new Russian indoor 'best'.

P. nofilos of Champions By Maxwell stiles 


Parry O'Brien Jr. was born January 28, 1932, at Santa 
Monica hospital. That makes him 22 as of last January 28. 
His mother calls him "Pog", pronounced as in "poge". 

Parry OtBrienshowed early ability as a baseball player 
and sprinter. Now, at 6 feet 3 and weighing 230, Parry is 
one of the fastest big men in the world. He has run 100 
meters in 10.8 and 11 flat, beat Jerome Biffle out for a 
place on a barnstorming sprint relay team in Europe, and 
was never beaten while running the first leg in six relays. 

In the spring of 1947, Parry went out for the Class B 
shot put team, using the 10-pound ball, and failed to make 
the team. That fall he played Class B football as an end. 
Coach Jim Sutherland, now at California, was the football 
and track coach. That winter Sutherland handed Parry a 
10-pound shot and asked him to work with it, not knowing the 
kid had tried the previous spring. Parry won the Bay League 
Class B shot and took second in the CIF with a best mark for 
the 10-pounder of 54'11 5/8". 

In the fall of 1948 and again in 1949 Parry played end 
on the varsity football team and was named all-league. Then 
on to the varsity track team and the 12-pound shot. The 
school record of 55'5" was held by John Lyman. Parry broke 
the eat Lyman's record when he won the Bay League meet at 
56'4", He went on to 5794" in the CIF Southern Section 
meet and then to the State Meet in which he placed third be- 
hind Hal Norris and Elmer Willhoite. This was Parry's last 
high school meet, but during this meet he participated in an 
exhibition with the 16-pound ball. He had never handled or 
even seen the bigger shot before, but he tossed it 47'11 3/4 
and defeated both Norris and Willhoite. 

After the 1949 football season he entered Southern 
California and set a national record for freshmen of 53'103" 
That fall he played halfback on the SC freshmen football 
team. Though basketball had been his first love in high 
school, he now gave that sport up and also played no more 
football after 1950. This was due to the advice of Jess 
Hill, who advised him to concentrate on the shot and aim for 
the Olympic team. 

As a varsity track athlete in 1951 O'Brien lost at the 
West Coast Relays to Otis Chandler, who put 56'2", After 
this defeat Parry worked out under the direction of Moose 
Thompson for two hours after the event was over. He nearly 
missed his airplane home. He arrived at his Santa Monica 
home at 1:30 a.m. Parry Senior went to bed but got up dur- 
ing the night and found the lights on tt no Parry Junior. 
He put on a bathrobe and went out to the lot where he found 
his son heaving the ball from the chalked circle into the 
lot. He was using a flashlight to find the ball among the 
weeds. Parry didn't vit until 4 o'clock in the morning. 

Next he went to Seattle for the NCAA and was beaten by 
Darrow Hooper, then down to Eugene to beat Bob Carey in the 
Big Ten=PCC dual meet with a put of 53'94", Disgusted with 
his marks, Parry worked for two and a half hours right there 
on the field after the meet. It was a few days after this 
that he scored his first big upset by beating Jim Fuchs at 
55'92" in the National AAU at Berkeley. Hooper was third. 

That summer Parry toured Europe with an AAU team. It 
was on this trip that he conceived the idea of his startling 
new form. When he returned to school that fall he took up 
weight lifting at the suggestion of Thompson. 

For two weeks prior to the 1952 NCAA Parry had on his 
desk at the fraternity house a picture of Hooper, who had 
beaten him in this meet the year before. This time he de- 
feated Hooper with an NCAA record of 57! 5/8". Then he set 
an AAU meet record at Long Beach of 57'4 3/8", but in the 
Olympic team trials at the Los Angeles Coliseum he lost by 
less than an inch to Hooper's 57'1 3/8". Although he had 
placed second in the NCAA discus at better than 170 feet, 
behind teammate Sim Iness, Parry did not go out for that 
event in the Olympics for fear of keeping another man off 
the American team. 

At Helsinki O'Brien set an Olympic record of 57'14", 
beating Hooper by three-quarters of an inch. He won on his 
first put, something he had planned to do because he saw a 
big mass of clouds coming in over the field and his plan of 
action was to get his big one off in time to beat the rain. 
This he did by merely a matter of minutes. 

After a tour of Europe following the '52 Olympics, 
Parry returned to school and his weight lifting program. In 
the winter of 1952-53, Parry beat Hooper again in the Decem- 
ber Sugar Bowl meet at New Orleans with a meet record of 
56'44", That February he went to New York for the National 
AAU indoor meet and defeated Fuchs, Mayer, and Lampert with 
a put of 55'10 3/4". He had never even seen the leather- 
covered indoor shot before. 

In the spring and summer of 1953 he set a new NCAA rec- 
ord of 58'72" and, just as the band began playing the Star 
Spangled Banner at Fresno, his first world record of 59! 3/4, 
That was the shot hurled round the world and was the only 
one that ever all but broke up the singing of the National

n the 1953 NCAA discus Parry again was second behind 
Iness, hurling it 173'84". In the early summer he set a 
British All Comers record in the shot of 57'1034" at Glasgow. 
He competed in 29 meets in Europe and Scandinavia, achieving 
a best mark of 58'23" in the shot at Turkku, Finland, and 
175'62" in the discus at Karhula, Finland. 

rom there he returned home, but left immediately as an 
exhibition member of the Fourth Maccabiah Games in Israel. 
In Tel Aviv he put the shot just over 56 and achieved his 
all-time best in the discus, 177'10%". 

O'Brien's proclivity for working out alone, day and 
night, has been described. It is probable that before a 
meet he warms up more thoroughly than any other field 
athlete. But what does he eat and drink? 

"I drink more orange juice than milk or water or any 
other liquid," he told me. "I average two and a half 
quarts a day the year round, except when I'm traveling and 
can't get it. I have my orange juice added to my bill at 
the fraternity house and mother always has plenty at home. 
At 50 cents a quart this becomes expensive over a year's 
time. 

"I have some beer in the off season but I do not care 
about smoking at any time. During Olympic year I took a lot 
of wheat germ health foods to increase my strength. I eat 
plenty of steaks, mdium rare, and during the season I take 
a lot of honey for quick energy. For night meets I drink a 
hot cup of tea and put in it two and a half teaspoons of 
sugar. I never drink coffee." 

Parry's mother said that her son carries honey in a 
plastic bottle to the meets. He will arrive early, carrying 
a bowling ball bag. He goes to the pole vault pit and gets 
a chair. He pulls a towel out of his bag, then his shot and 
discus. These he will clean with the towel. Next he pulls 
out his bottle of honey and takes a swig, then returns the 
honey to the bag. Several times during the competition he 
will walk over to the bag and take another swig of the honey 
which he considers "the quickest energy in the world", He 
even took jugs of honey to the Olympic Games and on his 
European tourse 

All of this has paid off. Jim Fuchs won international 
fame by putting the shot 12 times over 58 feet. It required 
a span of four years for Jim to do that. Parry O'Brien had 
12 puts over 58 feet last year!

Parry O'Brien improved 71, 23, 19, and 22 inches, 
respectively, each year from 1$49 through 1953 with the 16- 
pound shot. Another 20-inch improvement this year would put 
him out at 60'10 3/8". If he only improves one-half that 
much, or 10 inches, he would better 60 feet by 3/8 inch.

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The Hammer Throw 


(first of three articles)

The sight of a powerful hammer thrower fairly flyink 
through three smooth, swift, sweeving turns, and violently 
whipping his hammer some 190 or 20C feet through the air 
4s enough to bring any European sport's gallery roaring to 
their feet. 


Hammer throwing is now very popular in Europe, exciting 
and spectacular to the spvectator, anda complex challenge 
to the athlete who desires to pit his strength and skill 
against the tremendous power of the whirling hammer. 


In America, on the other hand, the sieht of a hammer thrower 
whirling through his turns does little more than raise the 
ire of the grounds-keeper who will have to fill in the ham- 
mer holes after the spinning demon departs. For various 
reasons, hammer throwing unfortunately his not caught the 
fancy of the American sporting public, nor does it per- 
ticularly appeal to those who coach or put on track meets. 


In recent years, Europeans have completely dominated the 
event.

Another Kansas Title 


Kansas City, Mo., Feb 27—_ Coach Bill Easton's Kansas 
team routed the rest of the Big Seven Conference teams, 
copping its third consecutive triumph in the indoor title 
meet with 58 points. Kansas scored 30 points in the three 
distance runs, one less than the total scored by second- 
place Missouri. 

Wes Santee was either a hero or a goat — take your 
choice. He won the mile and 880 and pulled the mile relay 
team up to third place after a dropped baton. His mile 
time of 4:06.5 broke his own conference record of 4:08.3 
and is the fastest 12-lap time ever run as well as the 4th 
fastest competitive mile indoors. But, Santee had said he 
saw no reason why he should not run 4-flat and a sell-out 
crowd of 8500 was somewhat disappointed. His 880 time of 
1:55.2 was also disappointing compared with his 1:52.5 rec- 
ord. To top it off, he dropped the baton in the mile re- 
lay, losing first place and a record. 

Bill Biberstein of Kansas was the only other double 
winner, taking the 60 yard highs in 7.6 and the lows in 
7.0. Oklahoma's Neville Price broad jumped 24'43", 

The Kansas distance runners were the difference in the 
team scores. Besides Santee's ten points, little Art 
Dalzell, 138-pound team captain, scored 8 points, while 
sophomore Allen Frame, groomed as Santee's successor, ran 
third in the mile then came back with a surprise victory in 
the 2-mile. 
Coach Easton explained Santee's mile "failure" by say- 
ing, "Too many laps and not enough competition". Santee 
said, "I just didn't run hard enough. I felt good but just 
couldn't seem to get in real high gear." In addition, he 
ran up too close behind Art Dalzell on the first lap and was 
slightly spiked, knocking himself off stride. 
In the mile relay, nsas was leading its section of 
the race, when the baton-pass from Bill Hawkey to Santee 
went awry. Santee lost six or seven seconds before he got 
started, then caught Phil Heidsdlkk of Nebraska with a sizzling 
lap that had the crowd in an uproar. He finished in front, 
clocked in 55.3 counting the time he used in picking up the 
baton. Kansas won the heat in 3:26.5, but was 3d in all.

Illinois Wins Big Ten 


by Jack Clowser, THE CLEVELAND PRESS 

Champaign, I11., Mar 6— Despite two biting disappoint- 
ments, Illinois won its fourth consecutive Big Ten Indoor 
championship here tonight by scoring 55 points and so wrap- 
ping up the meet that Coach Leo Johnson was able to scratch 
his mile relay team. 

The Illini, who thus equalled Michigan's all-time pro- 
duction of 15 conference indoor titles, won six first places 
and missed another when Gene Maynard was disqualified long 
after he had broken the tape in the 880. Previously, May- 
nard had won the 1000 yard run in a nifty 2:10.7. 

Twenty minutes after the 880, it was announced John 
Cook of Michigan State was the winner because Maynard had 
left his lane too soon following the staggered start on the 
first turn. 

Illinois also suffered a severe blow when Willie Will- 
iams, after a successful defense of his 60-yard dash crown, 
had barrier trouble and wound up sixth in the 70-yard lows, 

However, such was the terrific Illinois power in the 
hurdles that Abe Woodson, big sophomore who will be a foot- 
ball regular next fall, took the lows, with teammates Jim 
Nagle and Joe Corley second and fourth. In the highs, Will- 
ard Thomson, the conference outdoor champion, and Woodson 
ran one-two. 

Two old Big Ten records were broken, and three more 
were set in the 300, 600, and 1000, which were on the meet 
program for the first time. Ron Mitchell of Illinois, after 
a year of inelligibility, leaped 6'74" to tack a quarter- 
inch to the high jump record. Indiana's mile relay team of 
Mike Cusick, John Howe, Mel Edwards and Len Robinson did 
3:17.6, seven tenths under the old mrk held by Iowa. 

One of the major upsets came in the 2-mile, where out- 
door champion Rich Ferguson of Iowa dropped out with a stom- 
ach cramp and the race was won by Indiana's Jack Wellman in 
a mediocre 9:25.6. Ferguson had run 9:07.2 on eastern board 
tracks this winter. George Lynch of Michigan, last year's 
indoor champion, has a calcium deposit in one foot and ran 
unplaced. 

Michigan was a disappointing third with 424 points, to 
Indiana's 42 3/4. Purdue got 214, Michigan State 194, Iowa 
164, Ohio State 12, Northwestern 11, Wisconsin 8 3/4, and 
Minnesota 23.

(rlq) - Few career records, if any, compare favorably with 
that of Emil Z&topek in the 10,000 meters. This is crystal 
clear if one considers the following points: 


1) Since May 29, 1948 (the day of his first 10,000m race) 
Zdtopek has run the distance in competition 37 times, win- 
ning all of these races. 

2) No nan has ever seriously threatened Zdtopek over this 
distance, except perhaps Anufriyev who, on June 12, 1952 
in Kiev, managed to stay in the lead till the next-to-the- 
last lap and eventually finished a brilliant second, "mere- 
ly" 5.4 secs. behind the great Czech. 

3) In 20 of these 37 races Zdtopek covered the distance 
in less than half an hour. His slowest time has been 30: 
58.6! He has four marks under the 29:17.2 of Gordon Pirie, 
the second best performer of ell time. The International 
Scoring Table values the difference between Zdtopek's 29: 
01.6 and Pirie's 29:17.2 at 66 points, which exceeds the 











Santee Out of NCAA 


by Maxwell Stiles 

One of the most unfair decisions on record is that made 
by the NCAA in the Wes Santee case. Santee, America's pre- 
mier all-time miler, has been ruled ineligible to compete 
for Kansas in the NCAA meet at Ann Arbor next June 11 & 12. 

It's strictly a technicality and the real loser is not 
Santee but Ann Arbor and/or the NCAA meet itself. 

Santee competed in the National AAU meet at Berkeley in 
1951. That was at the close of his freshman year. He wore 
a Kansas track shirt. He was supposed to be representing a 
small club in Kansas, but through a clerical error he was 
listed as representing the university. 

And so the NCAA fathers ruled that this one midsummer 
meet must be charged against the athlete as one full year of 
varsity competition! Yet it permits him to compete in all 
dual and other meets as a Kansas varsity athlete, in 1954, 
except the NCAA championships.

4) To the best of our knowledge no man has ever run ss 
many competitive 10,000m's in 8 yeer as did Zdtopek in 
1949: 11! In the good old days Paavo Nurmi used to run 
the distance only 2 or 3 times in a year. 

It should be noted, however, that Zdtopek made his 
debut over 10,000 meters after years of extensive expe- 
rience over the shorter distance events; prior to his 10, 
000m debut he had been credited with a fine 14:08.2 for 
5,000 meters. This is obviously an advantage which is not 
likely to be offered to a man making his debut in, say, 
the polevault or the discus throw, i.e. events that have 
no strict relationship with any others on the athletics 
progran.

2 Mile Mark for Ash

Madison Square Garden, New York, Feb 13—{ The NYAC 
Games passed into history, and what history! When the games 
were over, the following accomplishments were recorded: 

One world's record in the 2-mile by Horace Ashenfelter, 
the greatest mass assault on the pole vault, the fastest 
mile and 2-mile relays of the season, a tremendous shot put, 
and a spectacular 60 yard dash. 

With clocklike regularity, Ashenfelter reeled lap after 
lap, sticking remarkably close to his pre-meet schedule of 
66-second quarters. He actually ran his quarters in 65.1, 
66.2, 56, 67.2, 67.5, 66.1, 66.6, and 65.8. His time of 
8:50.5 bettered Wilt's old record of 8:50.7 made in 1952. 
Capozzoli kept up with Ash for a mile and a half. 

Next to the 2-mile, the pole vault took the spotlight. 
No record was broken, but never before in history (indoors 
or outdoors) have nine men done fourteen feet and six men 
14'4", The weekly newcomer to the charmed 14-foot circle 
was Dick Lynn (NYAC), former NYU athlete. Don Bragg added 
4 inches to his height of 14 feet last week and thus became 
the best freshman vaulter of all time. He is definitely a 
fifteen foot prospect. Fred Barnes, while again doing 14'4", 
did not show the good form of last week. He was struggling 
to get over. George Mattos did well and missed tying Rich- 
ards by a very narrow margin. Laz and Welbourn: also missed 
14'8" by close margins. Richards, still not fully recovered, 
cleared 13'6" on his last try, 14' on his last try, and 
14'4" on his last try. At 14 8" Bob got over on his first 
attempt and was once more top man on the totem pole vault. 

The shot put event was truly the battle of giants. Al 
Thompson of Columbia got off to an early lead with the best 
put of his life at 54'7", It was short-lived, however, when 
the three masters got to work. Lampert got one off to 55'14$ 
and Fuchs and Mayer both did better in the 55-foot mark. 
Then big Jim, looking like his cld self, reachea 56'5", 
Mayer, 30-year-old, 6'5", 250 pounder, went after that and 
tossed one 56'2",. On his last try, Bernie flipped the 16- 
pounder 58'124", only two inches short of Fuchs! indoor 
record. Mayer's toss was the third best of all time, only 
O'Brien and Fuchs having better marks. Even Martin fingel, 
the American hammer record holder, achieved the best put of 
his career with 50'14", Thus, 5 men bettered 50 feet. 

The 60 yard dash was the competitive race of races. 

The four finalists all got off to a fine start and maintain- 
ed their positions to the end. Not one of them gained or 
last a half inch. It was impossible to choose the winner 
with the human eye, and it took the Bulova to select the 
winner. Apparently even this marvellous machine found it 
tough; it could not separate second an third places. Haines 
was the winner and they all clocked 6.2. Stanfield did not 
run. 

With Mal Whitfield absent, Reggie Pearman was the pro- 
hibitive favorite in the 500 yards, but Joe Gaffney, all but 
overlooked in the pre-meet guessing, ran a smart race and 
easily held off the usual last minute sprint put on by 
‘Reggie, who had burned himself out passing the quarter in 
49.6. Mashburn, apparently unused to the narrow, banked 
track, ran a good race as did Schlereth. Ollie Sax, a 
shadow of his former self, was a bad last. 

With only one miler running against him, and out of 
condition, Josy Barthel, the Olympic champion, gained anoth- 
er cheap victory in the good time of 4:08.5. Wilt and Mc- 
Kenzie, who should have been running in the 2-mile race, 


Wes’ Mile is 2nd Best

Lansing, Mich., Feb 15— Forty-eight hours after his 
blazing 4:02.6 mile in a relay effort, Wes Santee again 
tumed in a marvelous effort as he bettered Gil Dodd's in- 
door record with a 4:04.9 performance. 

Running once more on the Michigan State fieldhouse 
track, 220 yards to the lap over unbanked clay, the Kansan 
clipped four-tenths of a second off Dodd's record for tracks 
no more then 220 yards in circumference. Only one faster 
indoor mile ever has been run — Glenn Cunningham's 4:04.4 
on'the outsized Dartmouth track during a paced race. 

Santee was not paced tonight, although the leader for 
more than a half, Lyle Garbe of Michigan State, ran himself 
out in the effort to stay in front ani eventually had to 
leave the race. MSC's John Cook finished 2d in 4°14.2. 

This happened during a triangular meet in which I11li- 
nois scored 48} points to 42 for MSC and 38% for Kansas. 

Garbe ran the first half in 2:04, which Santee said 
afterward he should have sensed was too slow "for a really 
terrific mile." Actually, Coach Bill Easton had told writ- 
ers after Santee's Saturday night 4:02.6 and -1:51.8 that 
"T don't want Wes to run another real fast mile with only 


one day's rest in between." 


Apparently Santee is in such magnificent condition that 
he just gets rolling and can't slqw it down. Easton says 
Santee will make an all-out effort for a world indoor record 
at the Big Seven meet.

In the half mile, Harry Bright, Pioneer Club, took the 
lead at the start and, holding off all chalenges, won easily 
in the good time of 1:53.4 (440 in 56.2). Bill Smith of 
Boston U., who had been running well, disappointed. 

The usual 6'8" tie occurred in the high jump. Herm 
Wyatt who goes over with the greatest of ease being tied by 
Vic Fritts. Both missed 6'9" narrowly. 

In the relays, Manhattan was surprised by Fordham whose 
team (with Persichetty and Courtney doubling after the two 
mile relay) won in the fast time of 3:19.2. But it remained 
for the Pioneer Club, running from scratch in the club hand- 


jicap, to turn in the fastest clocking of the season, 3:17.9.
